While exploring an unused: tri- 
butary to the Orinoco, Dr. Rice’s 
party was attacked by wild Indians. 
The discharge of firearms failed to 
scare. off these savages, who were 
described as being large and very 
fierce. 

The explorers only escaped, it 
was said, by firing into the savages 
killing either two or three. The 
party on the advice of the guides 
then turned back. .- 

“The cannibals who attacked the 
party were almost white in color,” 
Professor Rice said. “In all my 
yedrs in the tropical jungles I have 
never seen such ferocious looking 
savages. Nearly all were armed 
with bows and arrows and carried 
spears-and blow guns. These men 
were more than six feet tall and I 
recognized them as cannibals of the 
Guaribos tribe, a mountain legion 
considered the most ferocious of all 
the savages in either Venezuela, 
| Colombia or Brazil.” 

The professor believed it was the 
first time the canniabls were mét 
by white men since 1763 when a 
Spanish exploring expedition dis- 
covered them.

The president laid down his poll- 
cy in person to officers of the At- 
lantic fleet, speaking aboard the 
flagship Pennsylvania in August, 
1917. 
satisfied with progress against the} 
submarines being made by the al- 
lies and urged them’ to abandon 
prudente and seek am audacious so- 
lution to the problem at whatever 
risk. He added that he was “will- 
ing to sacrifice half of the navy, 
Great Britain and’ we together 
have,” to crush enemy submarine 
nests. 


Don’t Think of Prudence. 


“Do not stop to think: of what is 
prudent for a moment,” he said, 
‘you will win by the audacity of 
your methods when you canno win 
by circumspection and prudence.”

“Admiral Sims attempted to rob 
America and the United States navy 
of the credit for initiating this great 
achievement and to give you the 
impression that it was a British 
project which our navy just as- 
sisted in carrying out,’’ said.

“This despite the fact that 
it was originated in the navy de- 
partment, was proposed and urged 
by us for half a year beforg we 
could induce the British admiralty 
to approve it.” 

Wilson Urged Audacity. 

When President Wilson advised 
an g#udacious policy, he spoke as 
commander-in-chief of the navy, 
and at the time when the German 
submarine menace was uncurbed,. In 
laying-the text of his remarks be- 
fore the senate naval investigating 
committee, Secretary Daniels said 
they showed the “bold and vigor- 
ous” policy the president had out- 
lined for the navy. 

“Do not stop to think what is 
prudent for a moment,” the presi- 
dent said. “You will win by the 
audacity of method when you can- 
not win by cirecumspection and 
prudence. 

“I think that there are willing 
ears to hear this in the American 
navy and the American army be- 
cause that is the kind of folks 
we are.

A demand by the baking “a - 
ests of the .state of Georgia, as- 
sembled at the Piedmont Hotel yes- 
terday, that the fair price com- 
mission fix the price of a 16-ounce 
loaf of bread at 12 cents from baker 
to retailer, at 15 cents to the con- 
sumer, and the price of a 12-ounce 
loaf at 9 cents from the baker and 
at 11 cents from the retailer, was 
met by @he refusal of John A. 
Manget, fair prjce commissioner, to 
fix any price, and by the an- 
nouncement that he would order all 
bakers within the state to bake 
standard loaves of either 12 or 16 
ounces, and of ‘no other size, so 
that the public can judge of the 
fairness of prices fixed by the va- 
rious dealers in bread. 

Mr. Manget’s refusal 
price was 
some bakers are selling 14-ounce 
loaves at 8 cents, a price claimed 
by some bakers to be unfair to 
themselves, while.other bakers are 
making 7 and 9-ounce loaves, with 
the result that the public is unable 
to makt accurate comparisons be- 
cause of the various weights that 
are offered for sale. 

The commissioner’s order wili be 
issued today and will be effective for 
sixty days, at the end of which 
time a new crop of flour will come 
in and possibly change the condi- 
tions under which the bakers are 
doing bsuiness. The present price 
of flour ranges between $15 and 
$17.50 a barrel, and the request of 
the bakers is based on their claim 
that the prices charged by some 
dealers are so low that, if continued, 
many bakeshops will be forced out 
of business. 

Mr. Manget stated last night that 
with standard-sized loaves, the pub- 
lic wijll be in a position to buy dis- 
criminately and to know the high 
and low prices that are offered to 
them. For sixty days hereafter it 
will be unlawful for any baker to 
bake other than 12 and 16-ounce 
loaves.

London, May 11.—The British- 
Japanese alliance probably will be 
continued for another year without 
change, 

I talked with the experts in the 
Far Eastern bureau, of the foreign 
office today, who explained that the 
treaty may be continued automatic- 
ally for one year periods, dating 
from the day of expiration.

which show that ‘bolshevism as a

Such was the optimistic expression 
of the Baron Seigius Korff, of Fin- 
land, who spent yesterday in the 
city, en route from the University of 
Georgia to Vanderbilt university in 
Nashville. ‘ 

Baron Korff lectured before the 
faculty and student body of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia on the subject of 
“The History of the Russian Revo- 
lution, and Bolshevism as the Rus- 
sians See It.” ‘The university seniors

| have organized a foreign relations 


club. 

Baron Korff is visiting the Rni- 
versities of this country under th 
auspicessof the Carnegie foundation, 


and hearing him discuss Russia and 
her present status, one regrets the 
Carnegie foundation could not have 
extended the usefulness of such a 
speaker generally among the peo- 
ple. Baron Korff was assistant gov- 
ernor general of Finland, and was 
for a number of years head of the 
Woman's College of Petrograd. 
Process of Evolution. 

“TI foresee a distinct process of 
evolution which is at work in Rus- 
sia,” said Baron Korff. 

“No matter how dark 
day may seem, better 
bound to come. 

“The most important sign of the 
degeneration of bolshevism is the 
gradual and forceful reversion of the 


bolshevik government to capitalistic 
methods’ of government and admin- 
istration—just those methods which 
two years ago they were trying to 
annihilate forever. For example, 
there is the condition in Russian in- 
dustties. The bolsheviki national- 
ized industry. They, turned out all 
the bourgeois ‘Owners, engineers, 
managers, etc., and now gradually 
they have had to bring these’ same 
men back, abolished the commit- 
tees or soviets, and are allowing the 
owners to run the plants in the good 
old way. This alone has saved Rus-

and explains its present revival. 
The same condition would apply to 
commerce, to banking, to railroads 
and to the army. 

When asked about the present 
atrength of the “red army,” the dis- 
tinguished Russian said it was dif- 
ficult to judge that at pregent.

As secretary of war 
the position was too much for him, 
but when he became head of the 
government it was far above his 
forces and politically broke him. 
Now he is down and out, with no 
following in his own country, and 
living in seclusion in a_ strange 
country.” 

Referring to the vague and mis- 
taken ideas which he finds so many 
people in this country hold, Baron 
Korff believes that condition will be 


remedied in time by the very or- 
ganization which he is speaking for 
in our universities, the foreign rela- 
tions clubs. In discussing the fact 
that the. people of this country are 
not given the truth about conditions 
in Russia, when the” knowledge of 
these cong@itions is tn the hands of 
the government and might be given 
wide distribution, he explained that 
such knowledge would be used to 
suit the ends of the bolshevists, as 
well as the more peaceful element, 
and that to give‘out information 
without accompanying it with a just 
interpretation would be as danger- 
ous to the cause at times, as bene- 
ficial to-it as a whole. ‘ 

“IT know the dangers of the misin- 
terpreted facts,” he said. “Russia, 
as a country, is a victim to them. 
For instance, in the matter of the 
at ome 
time during the period of the war. 
In one or two provinces of Russia, 
which covers a tremendous territory, 
this law of nationalization was en- 
forced temporarily by one or more 
local soviets, but it did not prevail 
in Russia as a country, and had been 
entirely annihilated, even before the 
news of it had spread through Rus- 
sia.

f several months the. vigotous 
awakening of Atlanta to a réali- 
zation of her needs for civic im- 
provements as evidenced by recent 
notices in her press is most grat- 
ifying. Such projects as the build- 
ing of a great transient hotel, the 
planning of a municipal golf course, 
covering of the viaduct with % 
plaza, establishment of a city mar- 
ket, enactment of an anti-parking 
law, revivifying the city govern- 
ment and strengthening the hands 
of the planning rd, are all good 
dreams which should be realized 
as promptly as possible... But in the 
carrying out of these needed im- 
provements, the stumbling block is 
most likely to bé that of expense. 
and it is in the hope of simplify- 
ing. this difficulty that the follow- 
ing suggestions aré offered through 
the medium of your columns. 


First: Why not make the via- 
Guct-plaza scheme (apparently an 
expensive one) into a source of 
profit, by using the plaza, of con- 
crete paving supported on arches 


covering the railroad tracks for a 
city market flanked by automobile 
parking areas, bath of which should 
produce considerable revenue, soon 
paying for themselves, the covering 
of viaduct, and any rental imposed 
by the railroad? Thus you could do 
away with @& nuisance, reduce the 
cost: of living, and increase the rev- 
enues of Atlanta while protecting 
the lives and property of its citi- 
zens. . 

The market, an artistic cement 
building with red tiled roof and 
stalls. opening inside for winter or 
outside for summer, should pay e 
substantial:revenue to the city by 


réasonable rentals to marketmen 
or women pledged in their contracts 
to buy as directly as possible from 
the producer and sell at not over a 
fixed nercentage of profit to the con- 
sumer.

QUALITY 1 DENED 


The applications of the Atlanta 
Gas Light company and the Savan- 
nah Gas company to reduce the 
standard of heating value of gas on 
account of an alleged shortage of 
gas oil were denied by the Georgia 
railroad commission Tuesday. 

In denying the petitions of the 
two companies, the/commission set 
out that there are sections in At- 
lanta in which the pressure would 


have to be increased in order to se- 
cure satisfactory results from an 
already considerably lowered stand- 
ard; that the alleged shortage of 
gas oil is national, not local, and 
therefore a remedy that is nationab 
is needed. 

“It does not seem fair,” the de- 
cision stated, “to force consumers 
to use a lower standard of gas at 
an increased cost for the very 
practical purpose vf cooking, when 
thousands in Atlanta and Savannah, 
and millions throughout the coun- 
try continue the unrestricted use of 
= in their day and night joy rid- 
ng. 

Decision of Commission. 


The decision of the commission 
follows: ’ ; 

The Georgia Railway and Power company, 
lessee of the Atlanta Gas Light company 
and the Savannah Gas company, separately, 
petition the commission for authority to re- 
duce the number of heat units r cubic 
foot of gas heretofore prescri by the 
commission for each, to wit, not less than 
a monthly average of 575 B. T. U., and in 
no instance less than 550 B. T. U. The pe- 
titions rest upon allegations that there is an 
acute shortage throughout the country in the 
available supply of gas oil necessary in 
the manufacture of water gas, making it 
increasingly difficult to obtain supplies of 
suitable quality at reasonable prices. 

The granting of the petition of the At- 
lanta ‘company is vigorously opposed by the 
city of Atlanta and by a number of con- 
sumers. 

The city of Savannah protested against 
the granting of the petition of the Savan- 
nah company. The commission is cenvinced 
there is a country-wide shortage in the 
supply and output of crude oil and its prod- 
ucts, and that there. should be greater 
economy in its use. : 

It is also convinced that, while ft is dif- 
ficult and frequently impossible, te secure 
contracts for future deliveries, there are 
supplies which can be had for nt de- 
chang at prices much higher than in the 
pas

thousands in Atlanta and Savannah, and mil- 
lions throughout the country, centinue the 
unrestricted use of oil in thek® day and 
nizht joy riding. ; 

The remedy proposed by pefitioners 1s 
strictly local, as well as discriminatory. 

The conditions to which ow attention 
has called are national, and the remedy 
should be national. 

The petitions are therefore, at this time, 
denied.

That officers of the Coca-Cola 
company had themselves commend- 
ed on several occasions the per- 
petual character of ‘contracts be- 
tween the first-line bottlers and 
the sub-bottlers, was testified yes- 
terday by C. V. Rainwater, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Coca-Cola 
Bottling company, with offices in| 
Atlanta, before Court Commissioner 
H. L. Parry, at the Candler build- 
ing. The witness testified that 
Samuel C. Dobbs and C. Howard 
Candler, both officers in the Coca- 
Cola Company ‘of Georgia and now 
officers in the new Delaware cor- 
poration, had asked Mr. Rainwater 
why it had been impossible to get 
the Chattanooga first-line bottlers 
to adopt the same methods of 
granting permanent contracts t9 
sub-bottlers. 

This was developed during the 
examination of the.~witness by At- 
torney Sibley, of counsel for the 


plaintiffs. Mr. Rainwater also tes- 
tified, in answer to questions by 
Attorney Thomson, of counsel for 
the defendants, that Mrs. Kellev 
Evans, the widow of Mr. Whitehead. 
who was one of the pioneer bot- 
tlers of Coca-Cola syrup, had con- 
sulted Judge Candler, of Atlanta, 
relative to the permanency of the 
contracts. Attorney Sibley carried 
the examination a step further on 
this point and brought out that 
Mrs. Evans was told by Judge Can- 
dler that the contracts were abso- 
Itely permanent, in his opinion. 
Judge Candler is senior member of 
the law firm of Candler, Thomson & 
Hirsch, which firm has been coun- 
sel for the Coca-Cola interests for 
years and is now engaged in de- 
fending the Delaware corporation in 
the present suits. 
Used Word. “Permanent.” 


Mr. Rainwater testified that Mr. 
Dobbs, now president of the Dela- 
ware corporation, used the word 
“permanent” in commending the 
methods of the Atlanta bottlers 
several times within the past three 
or four years. He testified that 
within the last four or five vears 
Howard Candler, now chairman of 
the executive committee of the Del- 
aware corporation, had told him he 
thought “permanent” contracts 
were the best form to be employed, 
and that he thought the Chatta- 
nooga company should also adopt 
them, instead of the two-year con- 
tracts they used. 

Secretary Rainwater was called 
by the Coca-Cola company to ap- 
pear on the stand Tuesday. He was 
examined for only about a half hour 
by Attorney Thomson for the de- 
fense regarding dividends paid by 
the bottling company. Thereupon 
Attorney Sibley took him in hand 
and switched the line of testimony 
over to the matter of the alleged 
perpetual character of the contracts, 
which is a main issue in the suits 
now pending in the Fulton superior 
court. 

Attorney Thomson caused the wit- 
ness to admit that on an ipitial in- 
vestment of only $5,009. e Coca- 
Cola Bottling company has paid dPv- 
idends averaging $125,000 yearly 
Since 1903-4; that it has paid out a 
total of $2,500,000 in dividends in 
this period, and is now paying con- 
siderably more than the average of | 
$125,000. In 1919, he testified. the 
monthly dividends ranged between 
$20,000 and $40,000. Mir. Rainwater 
said the directors of his company 
did not hold formal me@tings to de- 
clare dividends, but had given him 
blanket authority to pay such divi- 
dends as the finances would permit. 
While the Lupton-Whitehead inter- 
ests had never put more than the 
business of both parties. and had 
joint conferences relatine to the 
the first-line bottlers, Mr. Rainwater 
declared they had> invested large 
sums in bottling plants. of which 
he said there are now some 568 in 
the United States. 

Testimony as to Profits. 

The witness stated he was satis- 
fied that in 20 years the bottling 
company had not made more than 
half of the profits alleged to have 
been made bv the promoters of the 
newly-organized Delaware Coca- 
Cola company. He did not recall

Mr. Rainwater testified that. his 
company had thought it was giving 
their sub-bottlers permanent con- 
tracts. He said the first intimation 
he ever had that the contracts were 
not permanent was in January, 1928. 
when Mr. Hirsch called a conference 
of the bottlers and told them, the 
witness said, that the company con- 
sidered they were “contracts at 
will.” 

“We were dumbfounded,” state? 
Mr. Rainwater. “This was absolute- 
ly the first time we ever heard they 
were contracts at will.” 

“Perpetual” Is Used. 


The witness recalled at least two 
contracts made in 1919, in which 
the contracts were termed “Perpet- 
ual.” These were with bottlers in 
Miami and Quincy, both in Florida. 

Under Mr. Thomson’s examination. 
the witness admitted his company 
had collected $250,000 from the sub- 
bottlers for advertising, for which 
they had never called. This, he tes- 
tified. was carried on the compa- 
ny’s books as a liability at all times.

SOUTHERN BAPTISTS 
MEET IN WASHINGTON 


Washingt ay ih—The Seven- 
ty-fifth annual prea ct of the south- 
ern Baptist convention will be for- 
mally welcomed to the capital to- 
morrow by Vice President Marshall. 

It is the first tiffle the conven- 


tion has met in Washington since 
1s95 and, as indicating the rapid 
growth that has come to the denoin- 
ination during the 2d-year period 
just closed, tne secretaries of the 
convention have announced that on 
the occasion of the former conven- 
tion there were 890 attendants cn- 
rolled as against between 7,000 and 
10,000 this year; 9,907 churches re- 
porting as against 25,303; a total 
of 1,481,041 members on the rolls 
of the local churches as compared 
with 2,961,348, while the gifts for 
1895 for home missions were $83,- 
000 as compared to $1,559,000 this 
year. Gifts to foreign missions in 
1895 totaled $125,000, while for 19290 
the contributions to this purpose are 
$2,335,000. 

Officers. of the convention, secre- 
taries of the various boards and 
other prominent leaders from all 
over the south are already here. 
Kight special trains were due to- 
night and early tomorrow. 

Dr. J. B. Gambrell, of Fort Worth, 
Texas, is completing his third year 
as president of the convention, and 
while no man has ever held that po- 
sition longer than three years, it 
seems likely that Dr. Gambrell’s 
name will be again presented to the 
convention by his friends. Dr. W. W. 
Landrum, of Russellville, Ky., is 
also being mentioned. 

Birmingham and Chattanooga are 
in the field for the next session of 
the convention. 

Organization matters are expect- 
ed to consume the morning session 
of the opening. day: of the conven- 
tion with the appointment of com- 
mittees, election of officers and the 
reading of the report of the execu- 
tive committee. The program for 
the convention is to be worked out 
after organization is effected, but, 
according to precedent, the reports 
of the various boards and commis- 
sions constitute the first business 
to be considered. 

The progress of the work of the 
education board, the Southern Bap- 
tist Theological seminary and the 
foreign mission board are to be dis- 
cussed and the report of the cam- 
paign commission, which’ directed 
the Baptist $75,000,000 drive, is to 
he read to the convention.

Mr. Howells was in the. habit of 
epending the winter in Savannah, 
Ga. and three weeks ago, while 
there, he caught a severe cold that 
developed into influenza. He was 
brought to this city to be near his 
son, John Meade Howells, archi- 
tect, and his daughter, Mildred. 
Both were with him.when he died.

At a dinner given in New York, 
in 1932, to do honor to William 
Dean Howells upon his seventy-fifth 
birthday. William Howard Taft, 
then president of the United States, 
lauded the guest as “the greatest 
living American writer\jand novel- 
ist.” 

He was the dean of Arnnerican 
letters; poet, essayist, dramatist 
and editor, as well as a weaver 
of fiction. 

Beginning his first book, “Poems 
of Two Friends,” just before the 
civil war, Mr. Howells had eom- 
pleted and published seventy-ofie 
volumes at the time of his death, 
besides acting as editor of various 
publications, crossing the ocean 
eighteen times in search of material 
for his novels, and writing essays, 
criticisms and magazine articles. 

Born in Martin’s Ferry, Ohic, in 
1837, he served his literary ap- 
prenticeship as a compositor, re- 
porter and editor on his father’s 
newspaper. 

“Inwardly I was a poet,” said the 
peinioent novelist in reviewing his 


pene experiences, “with no wish 
to be anything else, unless in a 
moment of careless affluence I 


might so far forget myself as to be 
a novelist.” 

When 23 years old he traveled to 
Boston to make the acquaintance of 
Longfellow, Hawthorne, Emerson, 
Holmes and Lowell. Jhough a boy 


among masters, he became their in- | 


timate friend, learning their literary 
tradjiions and preserving many of 
them throughout his long life. 

At the age of 24 he was appoint- 
ed bv President Lincoln as United 
States consul at Venice. He com- 
bined his consular duties with lit- 
erary work, and produced his cele- 
brated book, “Venetian Life.” 

Wrote Editorials. 


Four vears later, in 1865, he came 
to New York with his wife, who 
was Elinor G. Mead, of Vermont, 
and whom he had married in Paris 
in 1862. For two years he wrote 
editorials for The New York Na- 
tion, The Times and The Tribune, 
and then moved to Boston where, 
as assistant editor, he began his 
association with The Atlantic 
Monthly, succeeding James Russell 
Lowell as editor in 1872. At the 
age of 44, he retired to devote him- 
self to his novels, which he pro- 
duced for many years at the rate 
of two a year. 

When 590 years old, Mr. Howells 
found time to become contributing 
editor. and later writer for the 
“Editor’s Easy Chair’ department in 
Harper’s Magazine. For a brief pe- 
riod he acted as editor of The Cos- 


mopolitan. 
Dr. Howells—he had received de- 
grees from Yale, Harvard. Oxford 


and Columbia universities though he 
never attended college—was a keen 
student of current events. He avow- 
ed his belief in socialism. 

‘“T cannot see,” he declared. “that 
the remedy for existing conditions 
lies anywhere else. But if it is to 
be a remedy it must come slowly. 
Violent revolutions do not perma- 
nently solve these problems.” 

On the subject of woman suf- 
frage his opinion was decided: 

“It is one of the most important 
developments of this generation and 
one of the most hopeful. The men 
have made such a mess of things 
that if the women do not come to 
the rescue I’m sure I don't know 
what is to become of us.’

The telegram read as follows: 

“You will immediately announce 
in your state only recognizable 
profit on sugar by department of 

justice is one cent per pound to 
| wholesalers and two cents to re- 
tailers.” 

The coprtissioner’s reply to the 
attorney general follows: 

“Your reference to sugar profits. 
Have followed your orders and no- 
tified: press of state. Unless gro- 
cers can be prevailed upon to han- 
die sugar from patriotic motives 
and through duty to their trade, 
there will be a greater famine here 
than ever, aS they will not handle 
sugar for one cént wholesale and 
two cents retail profit. Am de- 
pending on their public spirited co- 
operation in this emergency.” 

The present margin of profit on 
sugar, as allowed by the commis- 
sion, is 1% cents a pound to whote- 
salers and 3% cents to retailers. 

The sugar survey committee is 
composed of W. D. Dreger, James 
W. Austin and Will V. Zimmer, the 
last of whom is the chairman, and 
it was appomited at the meeting 
of the fair price commission yes- 
terday by reason of the warning 
of certain wholesale grocers that 
unless a larger margin of profit 
is allowed to the dealers for han- 
dling sugar they probably would not 
handle it at all. 

Mr. Manget reminded the grocers 
of their oblization to their patrons 
i nthe way of accepting small prof- 
its. which profits, he declared, were 
greater than they had realized be- 
fore the war had raised prices.

Produce Receipts Cause 
e ee in Prices.

A considerable reduction in 
wholesale prices of poultry and 
produce, one that should be reflect- 
ed immediately in retail prices, has 


been recorded in Atlanta during the 
past day or two, and indications 
Point to the fact that prices in 
these commodities will continue to 
descend. 

One of the most important items 
in the list of changes was a 2-cent 
drop in fresh eggs, prices shifting 
from 44 cents per dozen to 42 cents. 


Washingion, May 11.—Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, here today for a 
hurried conference with Senator 
Lodge. of Massachusetts, and other 
republican leaders, declared that in 
his recent trips over half the coun- 
try he had found no evidence of 
dangerous unrest.

high cost of living and frealization 
that increased wages do not give all 
one needs in the face of high prices. 
Present conditions are due more to 
our own indifference.” 

The’cry of the country today is 
for radical national economy, Gen- 
eral Wood declared. General Wood 
declined to comment on President 
Wilson’s letter to Oregon democrats 
concerning the league of nations. 

“The great sentiment throughout 
the country today is for a league of 
nations with reservations that would 
completely Americanize it,” he said, 
in a Zeneral diseussion of the ques- 
tion. “If the Lodge reservations 
don’t answer, they want reservations 
that will. There isa big demand, 
however, to get the whole league 
question off the slate.” 

General Wood said the thing that 
had impressed him most after 
months of campaigning was “the 
need of a uniform primary law anda 
uniform primary day.’ 

“It would ease up tremendously 
the wear and tear and the cost, phys- 
ical and financia),.” said he.

The drop in poultry is explained 
by the fact that holders are turning 
loose their hens inasmuch as the 
laying season is, practically over. 
Increased receipts of eggs caused 
the 2-cent drop. 

With reference to the produce 
market it is stated that increased 
receipts of shipped vegetables from 
Florida are responsible for the 
slump in prices, and it is predicted 
that receipts will continue to swell 
with an accompanying falling off 
in prices until Georgia gardens and 
produce farms begin supplying the 
market and the common table. 

Those in position to discuss the 
market here do not hesitate to say 
that the recentJy-met-with and 
highly important market factor, the 
refusal] of the ultimate consumer to 
pay prevailing high prices, has 
nothing whatsoever to do with this 
slumping off in values. 

The tendency to meet high prices 
with an unqualified refusal to buy 
has not reached Atlanta, or if it 
has, it is still in the embryo stage, 
market authorities say.
